He failed to 
stand up to the inquisititorial 
methods of the Soviet secret po- 
lice und betrayed the names of 
his fellow conspirators. 

Marshal Bluecher, waa there- 
upon ordered to come to Mos- 
cow. Despite his wife's warn- 
ing, he obeyed the order and 
was arrested immediately upon 
his arrival, — Trans-Qcean.

For thio startling plece of news 
wo shall avait confirmation from 
Berlin and Tokyo with interest, 

The Pact, as it was published, 
wns obviously a diplomatic dis- 
gulso for something rather more 
substantial. Three Great Powers, 
hownver militant thelr capitalist 
sentiments may be, do not con- 
clude a solémn treaty merely for 
the fun of saying that thoy dls- 
like the Corhmunist International. 

Most of us suspected that there 
might be some sort of alllance 
behind it. But against whom or 
what? Was it directed solely 
against Russis, or against anyone 
whom the Fascist Powers can 
class as a - “Bolohevik’? The 
Czechs and tho Spanish repub- 
Means fell into the category of 
the damned, and so did the now 
defunct People’s Front in France. 

The same ambiguity faccs us 
still, but it 1s now clear that we 
do confront a milltary alliance of 
threes Great Powers which can 
operhte with coordinated forces 
In Central Europe, the Mediter- 
ranean and the. Far East. 

While the Western Powers 
hesitate and retreat, it is or- 
ganluing for its own purposes 
the resources of mid-Europe 
and China. Wherever {t ex- 
tends fils sway, it compels Its 
subjects to conform to type. 
The Czechs, who ore now its 

clients, have not yet gone -Fasclst 
—let us hope they nover will—but 
they have clenred themselves of 
any .“Bolshevik” taint.

This desire to break louse from 
all restraint In the, most striking 
characteristic of our age.

Tho {dea of God implics authority, 
and authority implies control— 
therefore they reject the idea of 
God. It is absurd and: illogical to 
deny God for this reason, just as 
it would be absurd to deny the

logic, so God is rojected. 

Two things follow naturally 
from the mentalty that is eap- 
nble of such a course. One has 


relation to action and the other 
to thotiht. In the realm ‘of ac- 
tion the tendency to revolt against 
authority must lead to violent re- 
pression and u lessening of indl- 
vidual freedom. -Thiss may seem 
paradoxical but it Is the truth. 
The more unruly a mob the more 
drastic the measures necessary to 
bring It under control. Burke has 
been many times derided for call- 
ing liberty “a wise subjection to 
just laws,” but aince he was deal- 
ing with political liberty in prac- 
tice und not in theory his descrip- 
tion holds. Bakounin coud make 
the reign of anarchy seem = in 
theory like a golden age to men 
living under oppression, but when 
his doctrines were put in practice 
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in Barcelona they produced a 
ntato of. thingn that ‘brought on 
worse oppression than anything 
from which they wefe to relieve 
nociety.

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OPIUM & WAR 


A lias te gxencrals, more 
than those of some . other 
countries, seem to enjoy granting 
interviews. One of the most 
obliging, in this respect, was Gen. 
S. Honjo, who commanded — the 
Japanese army of occupation in 
Manchuria in the autumn of 1931. 
I had several conversations with 
General Honjo at that time in his 
austere headquarters, located in 
a modera office building opposite 
the Yamato Hotel in Mukden. 
This summer, as } sot in a 
committee room of the Lengue of 
Nations at Geneva, 1 was remind- 
ed of one of those conversations, 
General Honjo had brought up the 
subject of opium smoking, whieh 
had not only been tolerated but 
alio actively encouraged by the 
Chinese authorities in Manchuria, 
He cited this traffie as evidence 
that the Chinese rulers of Man- 
churia had been incompetent, and 
declared the Japanese would mow 
correct such abuses. : 


I asked him how the Jupanese 
Proposed to attack the problem, 
and he explained that they would 
follow the system already suc- 
cessfully tested "in Formosa, es- 
tablishing n government mono- 
poly, Heensing a’ ceytain number 
of shops for the sale of opium, 
then gradually reducing the num- 
ber each year, meanwhile seek- 
ing to discourage use of the drug. 


“We have inherited a serious 
condition,” explained General 
Honjo. “Probably a majority of 
the Chinese population of Man-

churia are accustomed to the use 
of opium. It would 
sible to introduce absolute pro- 
hibition at’ once. We, must move 
gradually, as we have

favourable results.” General Hon-

evils im Manchuria. 


General Honjo did not. remain 
tong in coremand in Manchuria; 
within a’ few nienths the Japan- 
ese had Inverted tho fiction of 
“Manchukuo.” and a succession 
of other generals fas since av- 
sumed the controlling volce in 
that anomalous regime. But these 
generals, like their predecessor, 
often oxpressed their desire to 
improve the lot of all Manchur- 
Jana. . 


Seven yoars later, here in this 
Geneva committee room, the 
American delegate to the Lea- 
guo'a Opium Advisory Committce 
was dispasstonately residing one 
of the most severe Indictments of 
the Japanese Army which could 
be written.

appeara to be designed solely to 
secure profits from manufactur- 
ed drugs as well aa those from

The situation in the 
parts of China under Japancso 
contro) is worse than ever, and 
ives cause to the entire - world 
for serious apprehension.” 


These serious accusations were 
supported by the representatives 
of Great Britain, Canada, India 
and Egypt. The Japanese reply 
waa unconvincing, : 


My mind reverted to General 
Honjo, Was it possible that this 
courteous Japanese — gentleman, 
sipping ten from a delicate cup 
as he talked to me in Mukden, 
had been deliberately fooling. me, 
that he foreanw then how the 
opium traffic in Manchuria would 
develop under Japanese rule? 


T cannot bellove that General 
Honjo, in my opinion, was an 
idealist, aa many other Japanese 
are. But he has been auperseded 
und overshadowed by men of a 
different type, fanatically deters 
mined to use every concelvablo 
weapon to-achiove the conquest 
of China, And one powerful 
Weapon, such men socm to belloeve,

jJunch. The answer is that there 
ia no better bill of fare, | For 
dinner, a blanquette de veau or 
n fricassee of chicken ix equally 
us delicious as a saddle of lumb 
or roasted pheasant, yet obvious- 
ly costs less. Homely vegetables 
like creamed carrots perfectly 
prepared; or t puree of carrots 
and beets; or braised onions; or 
delicious baked potatoes mixed 
with butter and put back in their 
jackets nre food for the gods, 
even though they are the food of. 
poor people. 


Everyone likes tg come into a 
room and find a big, well stocked 
tray for drinks, from which the 
drinks are mixed by the host or 


hostess, instend of passed by ac 


boy. This crentes atmosphere, 
yet it fs economy compared to 
drinks mixed in the pantry and 
often wasted. Vintage wines 
ure, naturally, expensive and if 
you are entertaining on the limit- 
ed budget principle, don't try to 
include champagne or tne finer 
clarets. Concentrate instead on 
the good, Inexpensive wines that 
are available if you take the 
bother to search them out, Pour 
example—people love vine rose, 
though it is seldom sorved. 


The cheapest form of — enter: 
taining and often the most.enter- 
taining, is the cocktail party. 
But a cocktail party can run 
away with a lot of money if it is 
not thought out with care, The 
most important economy is to 
arrange to do it yourself. If you 
have to be very buay being the 
hostess, some member of your 
family or a friend can always be 
found to tend the bar. The Im- 
portant point ia to have .every- 
thing arranged and well organiz- 
ed, and sce that all drinks have 
been on ice since morning. In 
thls way the drinks require very 
little shaking to make them “as 
cold as cold", (which is axiomatic 
for cocktails).

Now about the food for cock- 
tall purties.
